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In response to the Office Action dated July 27, 2004, for the above-identified application. 
Applicants elect Species I (Le., Fig. 2A). The claims that read on the elected species are at least 
claims 1, 2 and 3. 

In addition, to the extent that the Examiner believes that no claims are generic to all species, 
Applicants traverse the Election of Species requirement. For example, claims 1 and 2 are generic to 
all of the species. 

A. Illustrative, non-limiting embodiment shown in species I (Le. , Fig. 2A) 

Fig. 1 shows an illustrative, non-limiting embodiment of a light emission display drive 
apparatus comprising a pixel read section 2, a AZ modulation signal processing section 3, and a drive 
section 4. Fig. 2 A shows an example of the configuration of the processing section 3, which 
comprises an integration section 31, 32, and 33 and an encoder 34. (Page 10, lines 2-18). Also, Figs. 
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
